Dartmouth was made by 


SKIPPER'S BRAVE ACT 
AVERTED SECOND BLAST 


Captain Warned Halifax People, 


Jumped to Blazing Ship 


and Put Out Fire 


Halifax, X. S., Dec. 9. — How the 


city of Halifax was saved from great- 
er damage by the bravery of a former 
British skipper was revealed today. 


The British steamer Pit-ton, heavily 


laden with munitions like the Mont 
Blanc, was lying close enough to be 
ripped and torn 
by 
the explosion. 


Nearly every member of, the crew, in- 
cluding the commander, was killed. 
Later, as lire started 
on the decks, 


those of the crew who had survived 
the -wreckage abandoned 
the 
ship. 


There was no living man aboard to ] 
stay the spread of the flames, which 
soon would reach the cargo of high 
explosives in the hold. Then came an 
act of heroism worthy of the best tra- 
ditions of the sea. Capt. J. W. Harri- 
son, marine superintendent 
of 
the 


Furniss-Withy Lino at Halifax, knew 
that the Picton had put in here sev- 
eral days before with a broken rudder 
and knew of her cargo. 
The vessel, 


moored at the Arcadian Sugar Relin- 
ery plant, was near the heart of the 
city and if she blew up the 
shock 


would raze another part of Halifax. 
The captain at once 
directed

messenger to send others about the 
streets warning to people to flee to 
the open. They took heed and fled as 
if from an invading foe, not knowing 
or stopping to ask why. Hurrying to 
the blazing ship, Capt..

Washington. D. C., Dec. S.—Further

Today's report added to the list of 


dead Ensign Stanon F". Ivalk, a young 
officer, whose name did not appear 
on the first roster of the ship's com-

He died of exposure. 
The dis- 


patches gave no further, details of the 
escape of Lieut. Commander Bagley, 
and the other survivors, but they con- 
tained the names of 17 of the rescued 
in addition to those announced last 
night.

Submarine Not Seen Till Afterwards. 


"Additional 
information received 


from Admiral Sims today reveals the 
fact that the Jacob Jones was torpedoed 
at 4:12 p. m., on Dec. 6. She began 
to settle aft and finally sank at 4:29. 


"The submarine was not seen until 


some time after the ship sank. The 
'submarine then picked up one survivor 
whose identity is not known. The de- 
stroyer was not so far 
from the 


European coast as was indicated by the 
first dispatches.

his many years of sauntering, must 
bare traveled a distance of 180,000 
miles. What sights he saw during such 
prolonged and delightful wanderings 
only those who have the poet's mind 
and eye can even guess, observes Lon- 
don Tit-Bits. 


Charles Dickens was a confirmed

Halifax, there goes with Itr tho fact,

Is consoling, 


that despite other things demanding 
general sympathy and assistance, the 
great heart of humanity 
leaps

sponsive to the latest appeal. Phy- 
sicians, trained nurses, money, food, 
medical supplies, clothing, are somo 
or tho things which the United States 
and Canada began to furnish long be- 
fore the flames of the burning houses 
had ceased to smoulder. On Friday 
night, for a sole instance, trains on the 
Xew Tork Central railroad left for 
Halifax with BOO men, $15,000 worth 
Ot tools, 5150,000 worth of lumber, 25 
motor trucks 
and 1,000 
portable 


houses, wherewith to begin the work 
of construction of temporary shelter. 
Food also in abundance has gone for- 
ward, and everything possible will bo 
clone for the comfort of tho Inhabi- 
tants or the city. 


It is a great disaster which has be- 


fallen; but In the midst of It tho fire 
ol live and charity burns brightly.

LOCAL ENROLLMENT BOARD 


Qucstlonatrea Received and Witt Be 
. Sent Out In Hundred Batches— 


Trautner Placed on List—Last Men 
Accepted at Cump Doveus. 
The local board for the First Otsego 


Enrollment district has received the 
questionalres which are to be sent out 
to the men on the draft list and will 
at once prepare them for mailing. 
The list will include all persons \vho 
are on the list except those who are 
already in the government service, 
and will follow the order of the draft, 
beginning withvthe names first drawn. 
The first of the Questionaires -will be 
sent out on Saturday of this week, 
December IE, and there will be 100 
sent out each day until the list is com- 
pleted. 


This will altogether 
require 18 


days. Thp purpose of sending them 
out in this way is to enable the board 
to examine and list the completed 
papers as received, and thus to avoid 
the congestion which would result if 
all the papers were sent out at once. 
Seven days only are allowed from the 
date of mailing for enrolled men to 
fill out and return the questionaires to 
the local board. 
Great care is neces- 


sary in making out-the blanks, as if 
they are not properly made out they 
will be returned for correction, and 
no extra, time will be allowed there- 
for. 


The questionaires are rather com- 


plicated and even if the registrants 
make them out alone they are ad- 
vised to secure help to look over the 
completed 
papers 
before 
returning 


them. Any lawyer in the country will 
do this free of charge and take the 
required affidavit. 
Any one -who is 


for any reason unable to consult a 
lawyer can come to the office of the 
local board, where any member of the 
board is by law authorized to take the 
affidavit, or it will be done by Edwin 
B. Moore, clerk of the board, who has 
been appointed notary public. If the 
registrant is in doubt on any point 
he is advised to consult the local board 
by letter, phone or applying in per- 
son. 


Registrants are required to notify 


the local board of any change of ad- 
dress. If notice is not given question- 
aires will be sent to former address. 


The records of the board are public 


except as to statements regarding the 
physical condition of the registrant, 
and his answers to questions relating 
to 
dependency. 
These 
cannot be 


divulged.

WAR BREADJN ONEONTA 


Beginning This Morning All Bakers 


Must Make Authorized War BrcuU. 
Beginning with this morning bakers 


in Oneonta, and throughout the United j 
States will be required to make the j 
war bread which has been directed 
to be made by the national bureau j 
of food administration. 
Tho making 


of the former kinds of bread will bo 
discontinued, and also of rolls and 
buns, and all must conform to the 
government requirements. 


The loaves which will be put out 


this morning by the bakers of Oneonta 
will weigh 16 and 24 ounces respec- 
tively, and -will sell for 10 and 15 
cents. The bread baked must weigh 
the above amount unwrapped 12 hours 
after 
they 
are 
baked. 
Formerly 


bakers used 6 pounds of sugar to the 
barrel and as high as six pounds 
of lard. Now only 2 pounds of cane 
or beet sugar can be used, or not to 
exceed 3% pounds of corn sugar, and 
only two pounds of lard. Rolls and 
buns must conform to bread require- 
ments and can have no grease or sugar 
applied after coming from the oven. 


Bakers will .be allowed to use the 


flour which they have on hand but 
of course they must at once begin 
following the sugar and fats regula-j 
tions. 
The flour which hereafter will 


be used will be blended at the mills. 
In quality, taste and appearance it is 
understood that the war bread will be 
much like the bread known as the 
Italian loaf, which many In Oneonta 
have used and Hked.

Accurate)

The "pUl box" has come—and gone. 


Like the submarine, the giant Gotha' 
biplane, the liquid fire and gas and 
other Germaa Inventions which were 
to turn the tide of battle in Germany's 
favor, these much-talked-of concrete 
forts have been laid on the shelf— 
as far ns settling the war is consid- 
ered. They are not Ineffectual, but 
they are not decisive ftictors, writes 
Frank W. Getty In the New Tork 
Tribune. 


The,"pill box," or pillar box, as the 


German communique have It, Is a rec- 
tangular structure, built generally by 
piling boxes of concrete one upon the 
other, like children's toy blocks. They 
are then allowed to form into a solid 
mass of concrete about a yard thick, 
which affords .the gunners Inside pro- 
tection against anything except a di- 
rect hit by something over nine Inches. 


In action they bristle with machine 


guns, which are thrust out through 
numerous cracks and loopholes, the 
gunners, safe behind their thick walls, 
being able to rake advancing Infantry 
without exposing themselves. 
Each 


"pill box" holds from 40 to 50 men, 
and becomes a veritable deathtrap If 
a British heavy does land a shell on 
It or a cloud of poison gas sweeps that 
way. 


Were Hard Nuta for Infantry. 


- The Bodies have shown great adap- 
tability in placing these pill boxes 
where they will be most effective. They 
had sowed them In aud out among the 
little hollows on the western slopes 
of Passchendaele ridge, frequently run- 
ning up a rim of concrete around a 
shell crater, leaving the top uncov- 
ered. Where they did this, of course, 
a high trajectory 
British barrage 


quickly made the position untenable, 
but such pillar boxes as escaped the 
hall of steel and lead which preceded 
the British advances were 
difficult 


nuts for the Infantry to crack. 


The German high command insti- 


tuted the pillar boxes for two reasons. 
First, the tcrrlflc barrage fire which 
the British guns of all calibers sent 
over before an attack rendered even 
the deepest and most carefully con- 
structed front line trenches utenable. 


The second and chief reason why 


the general staff turned its attention 
seriously to these concrete structures 
was that the mud of Flanders Is no 
place for trench warfare. 
Whenever 


the Germans went down six feet in 
their trench systems they found them- 
selves standing In water. 
Troops 


could not live under such conditions, 
and something had to be devised above 
ground. 


It was this same Jelly-like mud- 


however, which solved the fate of the 
German pillar box, even as it was 
responsible for Its institution. 
Be- 


cause, in most places, the mud was so 
soft, and because, in many places, wa- 
ter was only about two and a half feet 
under the surface, foundations for 
these concrete structures could only 
be sunk to a depth of about two feet. 
Consequently, when a British high ex- 
plosive shell struck anywhere in the 
vicinity there was imminent possibil- 
ity of tfie "pill box" collapsing like a 
house of cards" and a few tons of con- 
crete coming down on the gunners 
packed inside. 


When the "pill box" was first dis- 


covered In the German line of de- 
fense east of Ypres I had an interview 
•with a military authority, who In- 
formed me that they would be tremen- 
dously difficult to overcome. He was 
frankly pessimistic over the prospect 
of having to advance through this new 
form of defensive warfare. 


Today that same authority told me 


how the "pill boxes" had been con- 
quered. 


Accurate Gunnery Wins. 


"You will remember that at the time 


the pillar boxes first made their ap- 
pearance," he said, "I told you that 
they represented a very serious ob- 
stacle to our advance in Flanders. 
This seemed so at the time because 
only a direct hit from a big gun could 
put them out of business. 


"We have overcome the menace of 


the 'pill box1 by good military strategy. 
Our success is mainly due to our accu- 
rate observation, and good shooting? 
We knew that only a big shell would 
put one of the beggars out of com- 
mission, so we deliberately set out to 
make It possible for our big guns to 
find their marks, small as they were. 


"Our aviators furnished us with the 


most perfect, detailed photographs of 
the whole area which was sown with 
these structures. 
Maps on a largo 


scale were constructed, and the science 
of artillery has become so exact these 
days that our gunners were able to 
score many direct hits on these smaU 
objects . When a direct hit was scored, 
that was the end of the pill'box and 
everyone inside It. Even when a high 
explosive shell failed to land squnrc- 
ly on the structure, but exploded near 
by, the concussion was so great that 
the occupants were put iors d<i com- 
bat," .

IXCREASE OF I'NEtlMONIA. 


HcnIUi Commissioner Biggs Issues Ap- 


peal for Public Cooperation. 


Albany, Dec. 9.—That a very high 


death rate from pneumonia must be 
expected this winter unless thorough- 
going precautions are generally observ- 
ed by the public, Is the solemn warning 
Issued by State Commissioner of Health 
Dr. Herman M. Biggs^ In the current 
number of the Vital Statistics Bulletin. 


"This prediction," said Dr. Biggs In 


commenting upon his published state- 
ment, "is based on the record o£ recent 
winters, and the marked Increase in 
the number of deaths from pneumo- 
niadurlns thlsautumn. InOctoberthcre 
were 2S2 more deaths from this cause 
than In September, and 171 moro than 
the average tor October than during 
the past live years. For two winters 
the number of deaths from pneumonia 
haa greatly exceeded tho average or 
former years, and unless there is a 
general realization of the seriousness 
of tho situation \vc must expect an oven 
greater loss of life from this cause 
during tho present winter." 


"Measures ot prevention," said the 


Commissioner, "are oC the greatest Im- 
portance. 
Pneumonia is a. communi- 


cable disease, and-like tuberculosis 
usually seeks Its victim among those 
whoso physical resista.nce is lowered 
from various causes, 
Among tho chil- 


dren oC tho poor, and in the crowded 
sections ot tho cities, almost halt tho 
deaths under two years of nge, arc 
caused by pneumonia. 
It is oC the 


utmoat Importance In guarding against 
the disease among children that they 
should be kept In the best state ot 
nutrition. 
Today, when many foods 


are scarce and high in price, parents 
should carefully follow the food les- 
tons of tho state and national govern- 
ment. 


Koocls should bo purchased for their 


value in calories. 
Many free publi- 


cations aro availably on this subject, 
including thoso supplied by the State 
Department of Health." 


"Whenever possible, children should 


be kept out of overheated, overcrowd- 
ed, dusty and brully ventilated rooms. 
l-\ esh. air, even when cold, is health- 


ful, but the body and feet should be 
kept warm and dry. 
Sudden chill- 


ing lowers resistance to communicable 
disease." 


There 3s every reason to believe 


that three of the four recognized types 
of adult pneumonia are due to the 
transfer of specific organisms from 
a person having the disease, conva- 
lescent from it, or a carrier. 
The 


fourth type of pneumonia is caused 
by innocuous germs normally found 
in tho nose and throat, which become 
virulent owing to the lowered bod- 
ily resistance. 


When asked how the disease can be 


cured, Dr. Biggs stated that for the 
particular type of pneumonia, which 
causes about one-fourth of the cases 
and one-third of tho deaths, tho specific 
serum had been found,very eltlcacious 
In greatly reducing the de'ath rate, and 
should bo given without 
delay 
in 


every such case. 
Jn order to deter- 


mine the type, a sputum examination 
must be made. This test is made with- 
out charge at the state and several 
ot the city laboratories, and tho serum 
is supplied free by them to qualified 
physicians. 


"Finally," snid Commissioner Biggs, 


"while it car.not lie denied that the 
control oC pneumonia is an exceed- 
ingly difficult problem in the public 
health, there can bo no question that 
by a thorough education of the people 
in 
preventive, 
measures, 
which 
in 


themselves are 
by no means diffi- 


cult to put in practice, a great deal 
of sickness arid man; deaths from 
pneumonia will be avoided."
